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TO DEMONSTRATE | 
ALBERTA’S COAL | 
VALUE IN “PEG” 


EDMONTON, Oct. 8~-The Alber-| 
ta mines branch has arranged to 
open a demonstration plant in Win- 
nipeg next week for the purpose of | 
trying out different grades of Al- 
berta coal and showing the Manitobas | 
how to use them. Quarters for the 
plant have been secured near Portage 
avenue, and for the next four months 
experimental fires will be kept there 
in some nine or ten different types 
of furnaces, besides cook stoves and 
heaters of the kind gencrally used 
in Winnipeg. Marcus C. Syde, the 
resident combustion engincer of the 
mives branch, will be in charge. 

All grades of coal will ge demon- 
strated at this plant, the idea being 
to show prospective consumers how 
to make and keep fires on mined- 
in-Alberta coal, The coal will be se- 
cured from the regular stock piles of 
the Winnipeg dealers, and no at- 
tempt will be made to pick samples. 
It is the intention to have the plant 
open every day and to invite the pub. 
lic to come and see. Much interest 
in the scheme has already been ex- 
presed by citizens and dealers, and 
officials of the mines branch here are 
looking for good results. 

The Manitoba government has ar- 
ranged to send the chief engineer of 
its central heating plant, ‘7. M. Pow- 
er, to Alberta as soon as cold weather 
comes. He will make an investiga- 
tion on his own account into the 
way Alberta coal is handled here 
during the real winter. 

As a result of the recent test in one 
of the government boilers in Winni- 
peg, 2 order for 2,500 tons of Alber- 
ta coal has been given by the Mani- 
toba government for use in the heat- 
ing of the agricultural college. The 
fovernment coal bins are now pretty 
well filled up with American coal, but 
it is understood that in future a large 
proportion of the business will come to 
Alberta mincs, the output of which has 
been demonstrated as superior to the 
imported article-—Calgary Herald. 


INEFFICIENT SELLING 
CAUSE OF LOW 
WHEAT PRICES 


“What reasons is there for wheat 
this year selling at a lower figure 
than in 1919?” 

This was a question put to H. W. 
of the United 
Farmers of Alberta, by a representa- 
tive of the Calgary Herald on Friday. 

Mr. Wood replied: “From the stand- 
point of the law of supply and de- 
mand there is absolutely none; the 
only reason inthe world is the in- 
efficiecy in the selling of the wheat 
this year.” 

The president in further comment- 
ing on the wheat situation as it exists 
today remarked that the United 
States and Canada had large supplies 
of wheat to sell; Great Britain and 
Eyrope had to buy this wheat. The 
only question at issue, therefore, 
was the price. “Great Britain ar? 
other nations,” he said, “are working 
together and acting in an intelligent 
maner to get this wheat at the 
lowest possible price, whereas Canada 
and the United States, as nations, are 
taking no intelliget action whatever 
to get the best possiblg price.” 

Suggest Co-op@ration 

Mr. Wood stated that he wondered 
if it ever occurred to the Canadian 
government that it might suggest to 
the United States that they could act 
together intelligently in the sale of 
this wheat. If that were done buyers 
and sellers would be placed on an 
equal basis of efficient action, with 
the probable result that prices would 
at least be stabilized. 

“The people of the United States,” 
he continued, “are clamoring for this 
kind of protection, so are the people 
in Canada, The difference seems to 
come from the two governments,” 

Continuing, Mr. Wood said, in reply 
to a question regarding the govern- 
ment fixing a minimum price for 
wheat, that he was strongly opposed 
to the principle of a fixed price and 
maintained at government expense. 
“But this is a time for crisis,” he said, 
“and the crisis is the result of a 
blunder of the government. The 
government therefore would be fully 
justified in taking unusual methods 
of meeting the crisis.” 

Fixed Minimum Price 

Mr. Wood furthey stated that he 
was satisfied in his own mind that 
the government could meet the situa- 
tion by a fixed minimum price and 
take very little, if any, risk in suf- 
fering a financial loss. He would, 
however, most strenously insist that 
the minimum price should not be less 
than $2.50 a bushel. 

2. 8S. McRory’s Opinion 

=. S. McRory, western manager of 
the United Grain Growers, In ex- 
pressing his opinion of the govern- 
ment fixing a minimum price for this 
year’s wheat, stated that it was the 
only legislation, as far as he knew, 
that would meet the present require- 
ments. Farmers of Canada, he said 
were already faced with a most seri- 
ous loss, even at the present market 
price of wheat. He contended that 
what the farmer should get for his 
wheat should be based upon the cost 
ef production,

Amount of Purchases 

“Just how much wheat has thus 
been bought is, of course, more or 
less conjectural, but actual ship- 
ments from the United States and 
Canadian ports since July 1 have been 
90,240,000 bushels, as against 41,856,- 
000 bushels for the same period in 
1919, while four shipments have 
dropped from 6,502,000 barrels to 
4,037,000, 

“This situation is actually the one 
against which the grain exchanges 
were specifically warned before the 
Grain Corporation went out of busi- 
ness, and again just before option 
trading was revived. If they cannot 
find some way to prevent the foreign 
agents from juggling with the wheat 
market, it is by no means impossible 
that the federal authorities may feel 
themselves compelled to step in.” 

These views, it might be added 
are also those generally held by the 
grain trade on this side of the line, 

Further Drop in Wheat 

Further declines were registered on 
the Winnipeg market, Friday, Octo- 
ber wheat closing 3 % cents lower 
and November and December 4 % 
cents lower, The options for the 
three respective months are now 
$2.16 44, $2.11 and $2.02. The cash 
price for No. 1 Northern is $2.20%. 
This additional decline will cause a 
greater insistence than ever that the 
Canadian government should seek to 
take action, possibly with the United 
States, in fixing a minimum price. 

Admirable Illustration

WINNIPEG, Oct. 9.—The total field

ceed anything that has thus far been 
suggested by way of general grat- 
uity; in such cases the need should 
determine the allowance to be made 
by the state. 

“What is needed in Canada today is 
not increased militia and police, but 
increased production, At present 
there are 194 armories and driil hails 
owned by the government and 25 e- 
perimental farms carried on under its 
direction. In the province of Ontario 
there are two federal experimental 
farms and 107 dvill halls and armor- 
ies. Surely these facts speak for 
themselves. Whatever the military 
and police necessity may have been 
in the past, the need today is not for 
men brigaded in forces and housed 
in barracks, but for men on the farms 
developing the great industries of 
the country. We have had enough 
of repressive and destructive agencies; 
we need now revived interest in the 
work of construction, For war scar- 
city and extravagance, we need peace, 
plenty and retrenchment. This is the 
policy to which the Liberal party is 
committed. 

High Cost of Living 

“Another aim which all progres- 
sive groups have in common, espec- 
ially those who are giving considera- 
tion primarily to the well-being of 
the people at large, is relief from 
the burdens of taxation which, since 
the war, have become extremely oner-

placing their reliance for ultimate 
victory, however, not on the promise 
of special favors to any interest or 
class, or upon any reserve or wealth, 
but upon the votes of the men and 
wemen who desire above all else hon- 
est, efficient and progressive gov- 
ernment, and the furtherance through 
the agencies of the government of 
principles and policies framed in the 
interest of the people at large. 
Outlays on Navy 

“In view of these facts and of the 
financial burdens being what they 
are, we contend that these enormous 
military and police expenditures, 
which amount to attemptive intro- 
duction in our country of the Euro- 
pean system of standing armies and 
wasteful extravagance, but are equal- 
ly evidences of culpable indifference 
to the financial conditiun of the 
country amounting, one might say, to 
a national crime on the part of the 
administration, 

“That you may appreciate how ser- 
ious this matter is, and how insidious 
is the government’s method of pro- 
ceeding in the matter of these. mili- 
tary and police expenditures, may I 
cite what took place at the last ses- 
sion of parliament. When the main 
estimates were brought down, they 
indicated, as regards a naval expendi- 
ture, a proposed outlay of $300,000 
or a sum of only half the amount the

RETURNED SOLDIER'S 
INSURANCE ACT 


All returned soldiers and — their 
families will be interested in the Re- 
turned Soldier’s Insurance Act, un- 
der which they are provided with an 
opportunity of obtaining Life Insur- 
ance at most favourable rates. The 
Act became effective on September 
Ist, 1920, and will remain in force for 
two years. 

Inder the provisions of the Act any 
honorably discharged soldier, sailor 
or nurse of the Canadian Forces 
domiciled and resident in Canada, 
may insure with the government to 
an amount of from $500.00 to $5,000.- | 
00 Under certain conditions the wid-| 
ow of a returned soldier, who died sub- 
sequent to discharge, may also obtain 
insurance. 


In addition to former members of 
the C. E. F., the privileges of the Act 
are available to anyone, male or fe- 
male who served during the late war 
in the Imperial Army or with the 
Forces of any of the allied or associa- 
ted powers, providing they were domi- 
ciled and resident in Canada before | 
the war and hold an honorable dis- 
charge. 

May of those who served overseas. | 
while not suffering from a severe 
disability, find that their physical 
condition is such that they are unable 
to obtain life insurance at all or only 
at much higher rates than normally 
demanded, They, therefore, find 
themselves severely handicapped in 
providing protection for their depend- 
ents. Under the Returned Soldier’s 
Insurance Act all returned men are 
placed on an equal basis as on medi- 
ealeal examination is required. 

The premium rates are low. They 
vary with the age of the insured and 
the plan of insurance chosen. At the | 


age of twenty-five a straight life) 
policy for $1000.00, costs $1.24 per! 
month. At the age of thirty-five the 


rate of $1.70 per month. Beneficiar- 
ies are limited in the case of a mar-| 
ried man to his wife and children. | 
An unmarried man or a widower | 
without children is required to name | 
his future wife and children as bene 
ficiaries. Should the insured die un- 
maried the insurance money may be 
paid to one or more of his immediate 
relatives according to his will. 

An exceptional advantage of this 
insurance is the provision made for al 
disability benefit. Under this section | 
should the policy holder become to-| 
relieved from paying further prem- 
iums and the’insurance money is paid | 
to him direct in annual instalments 
equal to one-twentieth of the total 
amount of the policy. |

1, On account of the Spanish in- 
fluenza during the school session of 
1918-1919 (that was session before 
last) almost every school was closed 
for several months at least. Some 
were closed seven months out of the 
ten; in other words, some students 
could attend school only three months 
out of the whole session. As the 
éxaminations at the end of the ses- 
sion 1918-1919 were easy, thousands 
of students were promoted who were 
not at all prepared for the next grade 
Consequently last season, 1919-20 
thousands of students had to learn 
not only the work of the grade into 
which they had been promoted, but 
also a large portion of the work of 
the previous grade. 

2. Owing to the Dominion wide 
condition of the book market, schools 
were unable to obtain the prescribed 
text books at the beginning of the 
term. Certain books were not “in 
print” until late in October or Novem- 
ber. Similar conditions exist this 
also. 
A spirit of unrest prevailed all 
over Canada throughout the last two 
years. Everything seemed to be in 
a turmoil. The schools along with 
other institutions felt its disquieting 
influences. Teachers, parents and 
students were affected. No atmos- 
phere of “study” prevailed. Students, 
teachers and parents thought and talk- 
ed of everything except quiet and 
thoughtful study.

DON'T FORGET 


The dirvorce evil is becoming so 
pronounced in the United States to- 
day that serious-minded Americans 
are wondering how it can be scotchel 

Recently one judge in Detroit is- 
sued 135 divorce decrees in one day. 
| And the state of Michigan is very 
moderate in its demands for divorce 
in comparison with such states as 
Wevada and California. It has been 
estimated that one woman in eight in 
Cuifornia is a divorcee, 

A solon of the great republic, 
Supreme Gourt Justice Russell Bene- 
dict, has just handed down an opin- 
ion to the @ffect that prohibition of 
the marriage of divorcees during 
the life of cither party is the only 
practical way to cure the divorce 
evil. After many rs experience 
in hearing divorce cases, he gives it 
as his well-considered judgment that 
“a large proportion of divorce actions 
would never have been brotght if the 
plaintiffs were prohibited from con 
tracting a new alliance. He asserts 
that arrangements for marriage arc 
often made by those who are seeking 
a divorce, even befor the suit for 
separation is begun. 

The opinion of this American jus- 
tice will commend itself to the ma 
jority of Canadians, and will be 
widely approved by a large section of 
| the population of the United States. 
} lt must be admitted that in many in- 
stances it would work hardship and 
injustice to persons who have be- 
come yoked with partners of criminal 
|or immoral habits. It would never 
do, however, to pass a rigorous law 
of this kind that was qualified by ex- 
ceptions. And that is just where 
Justice Benedict's opinion will be 
vulnerable if it ever comes before 
any of the legislative bodies in the 
United States. 

Most of the divorce decrees granted 
in the neighboring republic are issued 
on the ground of incompatability of 
temperament, This is a very loose 
phrase capable of the most rediculous 
interpretations. It is interesting for 
us to remember that such a ground 
for divorce was first of all urged by 
no less a person than grave and 
} revered John Milton, who created a 
sensation in the Puritan regime, by 
writing his divorce phamphlets, when 
he was feeling highly indignant and 
deeply mortified because his young 
wife, tired no doubt of his learned 
conversation, ran away fro mhim and 
went back to her father’s house. If 
Milton were living today, he would 
probably be so angry with the over- 
working of his original pretext for 
divorcee that he would take it all back 
;}and would endorse the opinion of 
| Justice Benedict.—Calgary Herald. 
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IMPROPER WEARING 
OF MILITARY UNIFORM 
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Improper wearing of uniform, 
badges, ribbons, distinctive marks, 
ete., of His Majesty’s Naval, Land 
and Air Forces: 

1. Attention is invited to the 
amendments to the Criminal Code 
of Cunuda, as set out below, as pass- 
ed at the last session of the Dom- 
inion Parliament. 

2. The date set for which this Act 
comes into force is 15th October, 1920. 
It appears desirable that wide 
publicity should now be given to the 
fact that this new act, amending 
the Criminal Code, contains severe 
penalties for contravention thereof. 
All concerned should be made aware 
that the improper wearing of uni- 
form, badges, marks, medals, rib- 
bons, chevrons, decorations, or ord- 
ers or any imitation thereof likely to 
be mistaken as.a distinctive mark 
relating to wounds or service in the 
wur will be liable to prosecution in 
the Civil Courts. 

4. The following extract is quot- 
ed from the Amendments to the 
Criminal Code (Canada) 1920:— 

(1) Any person who, without 
lawful authority: (a) Wears any 
uniform of any of His Majesty's 
Naval, Land, or Air Force, or any 
uniform which is so similar to the 
uniform of any of the said Forces 
us to be likely to be mistaken there- 
for: 

(b) Wears any distinction mark 
relating to wounds received or ser- 
vice performed in war, or any mili- 
tary medal, ribbon, badge, chevron, 
}or any decoration or order that is 
awarded for war service or any imi- 
tation thereof, or any mark or device 
or thing likely to be mistaken for 
any such mark, medal, ribbon, badge 
chevron, decoration or order. 

(c) Has in his possession any 
certificate of discharge, or statement 
of service from any of His Majesty’s 
Naval, Land or Air Forces, not is- 
sued to, and belonging to such per- 
son; or 


” 
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(d) Has in his possession any 
commission, or warrant or any cer- 
tificate of discharge, or statement 


of service issued to any officer, or 
person in, or who has been in any 
of His Majesty’s Naval, Land or Air 
Forces, which contains any alteration 
that is not verified by the initials 
of the Officer issuing the same, or by 
the initials of some other officer 
thereto lawfully authorized; shall be 
liable on summary conviction to a 
penalty not exceeding three hundred 
dollars, or to imprisonment for any 
term not exceeding twelve months, 
or to both fine and imprisonment. 

2) In any prosecution under this 
section in which it is proved that the 
accused has worn a uniform, mark 
ribbon, badge, chevron, decoration or 
order aforesaid, or without lawful 
excuse has in his possession any cer- 
tificate or statement aforesaid, he 
shall be deemed to have worn or had 
the same in his possession without

“Do not let the subscriber or the 
advertiser bluff you that you are not 
rendering service for the money you 
charge,” was the concluding advice 
of Hon, Frank Oliver in a pithy lit- 
tle address, delivered on Friday mor- 
ning to the weekly newspaper men 
of Alberta assembled in convention 
at the Palliser hotel. He impressed 
upon his listeners that if they gave 
away something for nothing that was 
the value the other man would set 
upon it. During the morning ses- 
sion the Saskatchewan rate card was 
discussed, and upon motion of W. J. 
Huntingford, of Wainwright, it was 
decided not to adopt the Saskatche- 
wan rates as not being applicable to 
Alberta, and the rate card commit- 
tee will bring in a report on this-for 
adoption.

J. H. Woods, of the Calgary Her- 
ald, was elected president for the 
ensuing year, and John McKenzie, of 
the Strathmore Standard, secretary- 
treasurer. 

Hon. Frank Oliver on being asked 
to address the members, said that 
though he w well qualified to 
speak about weekly newspaper work 
the question as to whether he could 
say anything w orth while was an- 
other matter.

“I 
feel very strongly on this subject,” 
h e declared, “and I think a good dea) 
of the trouble is that the proprietor 
has not placed before the advertising 


agencies and the public the proper 
value of the service he is able tc 
render to the public. There is a 
tendency for the publisher to feel 


that he is something of a dependent 
on the people....” '

“It is the same with the advertisers 
How could a merchant reach the field 
were it not for the local newspaper. 
If he attempted to circularize it every 
week in the same way, it would cost 
as much as the printing plant would 
cost. The difficulties are largely 
your own fault. You have not had 
confidence in the business side of the 
enterprise and have not pushed it in 
the way it should bepushed. The 
attention of the editor is often ab- 
sorbed in the literary or news side, 
and not sufficient stress has been 
laid on the payment side.” 

Mr. Oliver then told of an amusing 
incident which occurred when he was 
runningg a small weekly.
